PROCLAMATION BY THE PRESIDENT. 


MILBUKN HOUSE, BUFFALO, Sept. J6-President Roosevelt has issued 


the following proclamation: 


"By the President of the United States, a Proclamation: 
"A terrible bereavement has befallen our people. The President of the 


United States has been struck down; a crime has been commitcd not only against 
the chief magistrate, but against every law-abiding and liberty-loving citizen.- 


"President McKinley crowned a life of largest'love for his fellow men? of 


most earnest endeavor for their welfare, fay a death of Christian fortitude, and 
both the way in which he lived his life and the way in which, in the supreme 
hour of trial, he met his death will remain forever a precious heritage of our people 


"It is meet that we as a nation express our abiding love and reverence for his 


life, our deep sorrow for his untimely death. • 


"Now, therefore, I, Theodore Roosevelt, President of the United States of 


America, do appoint Thursday, next, Sept. 19, the day on which the body of the 
dead President will be laid in' its last earthly resting place, as a day of mourning 
and prayer throughout the United States.' I earnestly recommend all the people 
to assemble on that'day in their respective places of divine worship, there to bow 
down in submission to the will of Almighty God, and to pay out of full/hearts 
their homage of love and reverence to the great and good President whose death 
has smitten the nation with bitter grief. 


"In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of the 


United States to be affixed. 


"Done at the City of Buffalo, the J4lh day of September, A. D. One Thou- 


sand Nine Hundred and One, and of the Independance of the United States the 
One Hundred and Twenty-sixth.

through the skin and did little harm. 
The other bullet passed through 
both 


walls of the stomach near its lower bor- 
der. Both holes were found 
to be per-

tissue around each hole had become gan- 
grenous. 


After passing through the stomach the 


bullet passed into the back walls of the 
abdomen, hiting and tearing the upper 
end of the kidney. This portion of the 
bullet track was also gangrenous," tho 
gangrene 
involving the pancreas The 


bullet has :iot yet been foind. 


There wns no sign of peritonitis 
or 


diseasa of other organs. The heart 
walls were very thin. There was no evi- 
dence of any attempt at 
repair on the 


part of nature, and death resulted from 
the gangrene which affected the stomach 
around the bulle.t wounds as well as the 
tissues arouud the further course of the 
bullet. 


Death was unavoidable by any surgi- 


cal or mcdinal treatment 
and was the

PROCLAMATION BY THE PRESIDENT. 


BUFFALO, Sept. 16.—Milburn House. 


—The silent form of Win. McKinley was 


•borne from this city with 
impressive 


ceremonies this morning arid taken on 
his last journey to the national canitol. 


Just eleven clays ago he came to tlie 


Pan-American exposition in full health.. 
He was received with an enthusiasm that 
was unprecedented in the annals of the 
city and for twenty-four hours enjoyed 
himself thoroughly. The story of the 
foulest of assassinations, the 
pathetic 


stride to recovery as outwardly demon- 
strated, while death was slowly working 
on the vitals, the breathless hopes of a 
nation and loved ones, the,terrible twen- 
ty-four hours 
of suspense 
with death 


made its final demand—all are matters 
of history now. 


The body of the honored chief execu- 


tive of the nation, who came to Buffalo 
only a fe wclays ago as the guest of the 
city 'was borne away in sad splendor, 


' his career t^ded, although his pol- 


icies will remain. Thousands upon thou- 
sands watched the impressive proceed- 
ings. It was doubly impressive because 
of its lack of gorgeousness and because 
of the fact, that following closely behind 
the pall-covered corpse of the dead pres- 
ident, came the suc'-essor to the title. 


Buffalo stirred early this morning but 


early "as it was inhabitants, curious or 
sympathetic awoke 
to get 
a vantage 


place from which to view the departure 
of the d(-ad president, police and soldiers 
had anticipated them. 


At the Milburn house where the fam- 


ily of the dead statesman slept, at the 
Wile-ox mansion where the new president 
reposed, and down town near the city 
hall where the silent form of the former 
president lay, the guards were formed 
early and the streets kept clear of peo- 
ple. 


It was not a particularly pleasant 


morning. 'Ihe sun shone but the wind 
blew in strong fitful gusts across the 
city, tearing down 
tho drapings 
and 


ragged clouds of dust. 


At the Milburn mansion, where Mrs. 


McKinley was, the servants were moving 
early and there was more activity about 


•• the house than had been since the shoot- 
» ing. 
By half past six there were tran.s- 


t 


fer wagons and carriages drawn up at 


J .he corners near the house and those 


within were up and preparing for the 


vjuurncy to Washington. 


WIFE'S PATHETIC QUERY.

Mrs. McKinley was not awakened un- 


til after 7 o'clock when Dr. Rixey went 
to the room with-one of her attendants. 
She had not slept well despite the fact 
she 
was almost-thoroughly 
exhausted 


and that Dr. Rixey had given her a 
sleeping potion. The first thing she ask- 
ed was a re-petition of the last few day?, 
"When can I see the major?" Dr. Rix- 
ey told her that they were going to let 
her see him shortly and she lev. her at- 
tendants dress her at 7:40 and was ready 
for her light breakfast which she took 
in her room alone. At 7:30 the baggage 
was 
ready and two.truck loads of

"By the President of the United States, a Proclamation: 
"A terrible bereavement has befallen our people. The President of the 


United States has been struck down; a crime has been commited not only against 
the chief magistrate, but against every law-abiding and liberty-loving citizen; 


"President McKinley crowned a life of largest'love for his fellow men, of 


most earnest endeavor for their welfare, by a death of Christian fortitude, and 
both the way in which he lived his life and the way in which, in the supreme 
hour of trial, he met his death will remain forever a precious heritage of our people 


"It is meet that we as a nation express our abiding love and reverence ffor"his 


life, our deep sorrow for his untimely death. ' 


"Now, therefore, I, Theodore Roosevelt, President of the United States of 


America, do appoint Thursday, next, Sept. 19, the day on which the body of the 
dead President will be laid in iis last earthly resting place, as a day of mourning 
and prayer throughout the United States. I earnestly recommend all the people 
to assemble on that day in their respective places of divine worship, there to bow 
down in submission to the will of Almighty God, and to pay out of full hearts 
their homage of love and reverence to the great and good President whose death 
has smitten the nation with bitter grief. 


"In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of the 


United States to be affixed.

Jy out upon the porch and walked clown 
towards the carriages. .Mrs. Wm. Mc- 
Kinley, robed in garbs of mourning and 
supported by Abner McKinley on one 
side and Dr. Rixey on the other was the 
central figure. To tho surprise of ail 
she walked briskly with her head quite 
erect, her face hidden behind her large 
veil. She got into the carriage with her 
favorite niece, Miss .Barber, Abner Mc- 
Kinley and Dr. Eixcy 
and 
they were 


driven at once to the depot. 
So far aa 


could be seen she sat erect and unsup- 
ported in the carriage. The family of 
Abner MoKinley, other relatives of the 
dead president and .Secretary Cortelyou 
followed in other carriages, and the Mil- 
burn house, famous now, went back into 
the possession of its owner who had so 
kindly given it up to the president and 
his family. 
ROOSEVELT LEAVES FOR DEPOT. 
President Roosevelt did not arise un- 


til 7 o'clock. He dressed quickly and a I; 
7:30 
was 
ready 
for 
breakfast. He 


breakfasted with the family of his host, 
Ansley. Wilcox. Just 
after 8 
o'clock 


had struck, with Mr. Wilcox and his. sec- 
retary ,'Witi. Loeb, Jr., he «ot into a car- 
riage aim drove to the train. A few 
mounted 
police followed the 
carriage 


and three or four detectives and sccre', 
service men were near by. Otherwise 
there 
was nothing to distinguish 
the 


president from any one else. 


The slow and stately passage, 
of the 


president's body from 
tho city hall to 


the railway station a Horded the people 
of Buffalo 
a la.st opportunity to 
do 


honor to the memory 
of the lamented 


executive. 


At daybreak city hall was quiet and 


as peaceful as the death within its wall*. 
Statue-like the officers around the bier 
maintained a. watch through 
the night. 


The massive wooden doors of the build- 
ing were closed and the iron outer gates 
wcr bolted. 


It was a few minutes after 7 o'clock 


before there were signs 
of life 
in the 


city hall. At 7:07 forty sailors from the 
United States steamship Michigan swung 
up Franklin street, the first detachment 
of the cortege's escort. The 
blue jack- 


ets wheeled into line directly opposite 
the entrance of tho city hall. Four min- 
utes afterwards the 
four-horse hearse 


drew up. The first 
carriage 
following- 


carried Secretary Long, the second car- 
ried Secretary Hay and Secret ay Hitch- 
cock. 


ESCORT STARTS ON JOURNEY. 
Exactly at the appointed hour, 7:45, 


the. escort was in perfect readiness. In 
clarion tones Maj. Mann, commanding 
the escort, delivered the "present arms." 
Noiselessly, and with the 
precision of 


the well-drilled soldier 
arms 
leaped to 


position: the commanding officer turned 
about, and, facing the 
house of death, 


brought his sword to "present." It was 
an impressive moment. The rigid 
sol- 


diers and sailors were awaiting the body 
of 
their late 
coinmander-in-chief. 
A 


minute of awe-inspiring silence and then, 
emerging from the doors of the city hall 
there moved the eight body bearers, four 
soldiers 
and 
four 
sailors. On 
their 


shoulders rested the casket enclosing the 
body 
of the country's 
beloved one. 


Awav down the Hue of soldiery from the 
Sixty-fifth Regimental band came 
once 


again the strains of ''Nearer, my Goc!, to 
Thee." 
Behind 
the long 
ropes the 


throng 
uncovered, and with 
bowed 


heads, waited 
and watched 
in silence. 


Tenderly the precious burden was borne 
slowly down the stone steps, along 
the 


curved 
approach 
to the 
hoarse. The 


flag draped'easket was lifted gently into 
the 
hearse 
and 
the doors 
closed. 


Through 
the windows of the hearse 


naught but America's flag, surmounted 
by a single sheaf of wheat could be seen. 
To the Trout came the troops wheeling 
into 
line and moving down Franklin 


street 
Once more the strains of music. 


This time it was the mournful dirge of 
Chopin's ''Funeral "March," accompanied 
by the tolling of the church bells. 


CORTEGE LEAVES MILBURN HOUSE 


Behind, them came; the carriages of the 


members of the cabinet. The cortege 


passed into Church street and, winding 
past St. Paul's church into Main street, 
the. dead president was carried 
through 


Buffalo's 
streets. Down Main street 


the procession passed between masses of 
people, all uncovered. Tho high winds 
from off Lake Erie snapped and whipped 
the bunting and crepe with which every 
building was draped. Above 
the build- 


ings flags and black streamers hung 
at 


half-mast. 
The 
line 
iiatl 
begun its 


march at 7:aO. Half an hour later with 
measured step and to the strains of the 
constantly playing band, the line at -last 
turned into Exchange street, where the 
railroad station is located. Then 
the 


Buffalo journey was at an end. As the 
cortege passed Elicott street it was met 
by the carriage bearing the president of 
the United States, Theodore 
Roosevelt. 


By the president's orders, his 
carriage 


was stopped, and with bared head the 
nation's new executive awaited the pas- 
sing of his predecessor's cortege.. 


Once more the troops were drawn tip 


in line and came to "present."

Thee." The soldiers raised the flag-cov- 
ered casket on 
their shoulders and 


moved toward the train, as the band 
took up the air of tho grand old hymn, 
"0 God. Our Help in Agt's Past.'' 


ROOSEVELT FOLLOWS CASKET. 
On the curb stood President Roosevelt 


with Senator Ha winy The former hnd 
refused the advice of the police to move 
into the depot yard, and with his hat in 
hand he stood silently 
watching the 


body being removed. Gen. Brooke 
and 


his staff fell in directly behind 
the cas- 


ket; then came tho president, Secretary 
Cortelyou and Senator Ilawley and then, 
walking with his cane for assistance fol- 
lowed Senator Hanna, accompanied by 
his son. 


MRS. M'KINLFCY'S WEAKNESS. 
Mrs. McKinley and the other members 


of the family had entered their car half 
an hour before. 


The journey

INSIDE FUNURAL TRAIN. 


CLEAN, N. Y.,-Sept, 16.—(On board 


tho funeral train).—The train started 
on its journey to the national eapitol at 
8:34 this morning, only the engines and 
the observation car 
was 
shrouded in 


black. The other cars wcro undrapcd. 
Behind the drawn blinds were Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley, President Roosevelt, 
the 
cabi- 


net and other high dignitaries of the 
government. The casket of the presi- 
dent, completely covered with a beauti- 
ful flag lay on a raised bier in the ob- 
servation car. Two sheaves of wheat 
were crossed above the breast, A white 
dove, with outstretched wings seemed to 
bo rising from the himcl of the casket. 
Standing at the foot of the casket was 
a soldier of thn United States army uni- 
formed and accoutred with gun at or- 
der arms. At the'head a sailor of the 
navy stood 
at 
attention, ~ cutlass at 


shoulder. The lid 
of tho casket was 


closed. Just oft from tho apartment in 
a niche, Lieutenant Ebroule of the army, 
and Lieut. Hnmlin of tho navy, remained 
on duty, while Col. Bingliatn was in gen- 
eral charge of the car. 


The apartment of the car wa» for the

The windows and ro^Js of the houses 
and the roofs of- the? ears in the yard 
were black with people, all uncovered.'

taught to love. The population of the 
little towns along the way, like Holland, 
Arcade, Machieu „ Junction, Franklin- 
ville and Hinsdalo bad trippled and quad- 
rupled. The towns seemed suddenly 
grown into cities. As the train slowed 
up the mourners .behind, the curtained 
windows of the train could hear the toll- 
ing bells. 


. Olean was reached- 7at .1(^:29 o'clock. 
There were 3,000 people, at .the Pennsyl- 
vania railway station a"s the train came 
to a stop. 


TWO : 'ENGINE'S ATTACHED.

Pull of honors but not of years Wil- 


liam -McKinley, the twenty-sixth presi- 
dent of tlip United States has passed 
away. The brutal hands of the anar- 
chist assassin Louis Czolgosz, impelled 
tho deadly bullet that took the earthly 
life of a great and illustrious statesman. 
On' that beautiful. September day, Fri- 
day, September sixth, President McKin- 
ley, while receiving his fellow citizens 
;vt the Pan-American exposition at Buf- 
falo, shook hands unsuspectingly with 
the- arch nnirclerer \vho with his loose, 
hand carrying a revolver covered with 
a handkerchief, fired two shots into the 
body of the president, who fell into the 
j 


hands of loving attendants and at once, 
received all the care that wns possible 
to give him. For several days there 
was high hope anil late as TKir.sday af- 
ternoon hi* physicians nncl surgeons had 
every reason to give the country hope 
tho wounds would not be fatal, but it 
was not to be and during the evening a 
turn for the worse was noticed and from 
that on the condition of the president 
steadily grew less and less hopeful. 


Surrounded 
by 
sincere 
friends 
of 


years, 'with every tender care love could 
give, and affectionate wife with break- 
ing heart, herself too frail almost to live, 
a country fearing and dreading the dread 
summons, loving and trusting that great 
heart, the, earthly life of William Me- 
Kinlcy went out and his spirit passed on 
to the immortals. 


William McKinley was but fifty-eight 


years of age. truly a young man as age 
counts in this generation. He was born 
in Xiles.Trunibull county, Ohio, on Jan- 
uary 29th, 1843. His education was re- 
ceived in the people's schools, graduat- 
ing at Allegheny college. The opening 
of the war of the rebellion found him 
ready for the call to arms, enlisting on 
June l l t h . lS(il, as a private in I lie -3d 
Ohio volunteers. 
He was made a lien- 


tenant Sept. -ltd, lSfi-2, a captain July 
25th, 18(14. and a breveted major for 
gallantry in battle on ."March l.'-Hh. !$(>;">, 
by President Lincoln. 
-Major MeKinley 


also served on the stalls of 'Generals R. 
B. JJayes, Crook and Hancock and was 
mustered out on July 2(ith. 1805, 


On his return from t!ie army lie again 


settled in Ohio and took up the study of 
law and was admitted to the bar at Can- 
ton in 18(57. where he has taken up his 
residence. Canton has ever since been 
])}» home and here with his wife had re- 
ceived during his campaigns many thou- 
sands of his fellow citizens. He was mar- 
ried to Miss Ida Saxton of Canton on 
January 27, 1371. 


He held minor offices and was eleeted 


to congress in 1876-1SDO, . During 
this 


last term he prepared the celebrated Me- 
Kinley law which undoubtedly was the 
means of later on electing him presi- 
dent. That same fall he wa.s defeated 
for congress through 
a gerrymandered 


district, but in the year following he wa.s 
elected governor of Ohio by a pluraliay 
of 21,511. He was re-elected governor 
in 1893 by the much larger plurality of 
S0.9!)5. 


He wns chosen as delegate, at large to 


•fhe Republican national conventions of 
1884, 1888. and ]S02, in 1SS4 giving li'm 
support to James G. Blninn and in 1SSS 
to John Sherman. In the 1892 conven- 
tion liis name was brought up for pres- 
ident, receiving 1B2 rotes, but refused 
to permit his name to lie considered, 
supporting as he wns Benjamin Han-hon. 
He was chairman of that convention. 


On June ISth, 18%. he was nominated 


for president by the Republican nation- 
al convention 
nnd 
in 
November was 


elected president, receiving 271 elec.toral 
votes to 170 for "Bryan and received a 
plurality over Bryan of 
(100,000 votes. 


He was renominated 
for president at 


Philadelphia by the ."Republican national 
convention on June 2.1st, 1000, and was 
triumphantly 
re-elected, receiving 
9,f!2 


electoral votes to 135 for Bryan and a 
plurality of S49,4o;> votes and a major- 
ity over all of 457,045. Amid a vast con 
course ho was inaugurated for his second 
term at Washington on March 4th, 1001, 
the country being in thu midst of a mo'U 
abounding prosperity 
made possible 


through his election in 1800 and the 
early enactment of a protective t.nrilT 
known as the Dingley law. The assas- 
sin s bullet had permit-ted him to servn 
but fix months and nine days of his 
second term which was ushered in with 
sue.h great promise. 


William McKinlev was emphatically a 


man of 
the people 
and on 
his trip 


through, tho country from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific in the early spring with 
his wife and official family, was received 
moat pnthus,ia3tioallyr in -the southern 


states as on the Pacific, and the solici- 
tude of the nation as expressed over the' 
serious illness of Mrs. McKinley while 
in San Francisco was profound iintil re- 
lieved by her recovery. President Mc- 
Kinley 
was nothing if not an ardent 


American and as ardent as he Tvas pos- 
sessed of statesmanlike qualities. Charg- 
ed with keeping his ear to the ground, 
this became of much more signification 
than his political opponents cared for, 
for it denoted he wanted to serve the 
people, and their demands and wishes 
were his. That he was listening to the 
changes and himself imbued with every 
incentive that could make his country 
more prosperous, is certainly evidenced 
in his HOW famous address delivered at 
the JjtifJ'alo exposition but the day be- 
fore he was shot. 


It was in the Spanish war that his wis- 


dom and love of country was made domi- 
nant. With firmness, yet 
kindness, he 


held of!' war long as was possible and 
yet, when the time came he was ready 
and patriotically and bravely he held 
the threads, and through his 
wisdom 


the south and the north really for the 
first time since the civil war became as 
one and ,will remain so for all future 
time. Indeed the people of the south 
hold him in just as high esteem and love 
as do the people of the north. 


An intense love of country ever ming- 


led with hi-s every public action. His 
thoughts were first for his beloved wife, 
then for his countrymen and amid the 
meanest, the- worst, the most unquali- 
fiedly vicious attacks of men who knew 
better, scurrilous, horribly grotesque in 
their savageness brutal thrusts accom- 
panied with malicious carricature from 
the yellow press, he remained serene, 
perfectly confident in the abiding solid 
esteem and love of the millions of his 
countrymen. Perhaps nothing more at- 
tached millions of hearts to William Mc- 
Kinley than that touch of nature in his 
loving care for his invalid wife, the ex- 
treme solicitude always expressed for 
her welfare nnd all the safeguards which 
an affectionate love could possibly give. 


Tn his public policies it can be only 


said that all such policies were a part of 
the people's policies. He had been gross- 
ly abused, horribly depicted as an arch 
imperialist, for his' position regarding 
the possessions the result of the Span- 
ish war had thrown into our hands. But 
every course taken 
by President Mc- 


Kinley was right and it was honest, hon- 
est because it was the only thing that 
could be done, right because a wise 
statesmanship could see no other way. 
His wisdom is splendidly shown in his 
choise of men filling those offices of trust 
in which he was more immediately con- 
cerned, and no administration has con- 
tained an abler lot of men occupying a 
cabinet position and men filling places of 
importance more under the eye of r, pres- 
ident than has that of William McKin- 
ley. 


A united country truly and sincerely 


mourns the untimely taking away of 
their president. Death came in a dis- 
tressing form, that 
of 
the assassin's 


deadly revolver, impelled by those forces 
of disorder, of anarchy, of hate and mal- 
ice, of extreme littleness, and "its horri- 
blenes? and shocking 
suddenness has 


stunned a country, the. most enlightened 
government of the people on earth who 
for Ihe third time have suffered the. loss 
of a president by the hands of dastard 
assassins. 


Why should William McKinley be tak- 


en away in the very prime of manhood 
and usefullnesB? It was asked of Lin- 
coln and 
of Garfleld, 
these 
two also 


meeting their death at 
a murderer's 


hands. Why were men knowing of no 
wrongful deed, who deserved the high- 
est honors their country could give, sud- 
denly called in to the eternal beyond at 
the hands of murderous hands? Why? 
Only God, in his infinite wisdom can give 
the right answer.

SUBTRACT FROM, AOT ADD TO. 
The corporative plan has, through all 


the years of our country, built up va.st 
industries and made possible the build- 
ing of our transportation lines and inter- 
state enterprises which but for the 
means 
afforded 
of centralizing 
large 


wealth in stock companies would not 
have been undertaken for many years, 
if ever. But at the scime time because 
methods 
are 
necessary lh«t means 


be aggregated and controlled by a very 
few minds, it does not follow at all that 
the corporative plan is to be permitted 
to finally choke the people and 
aggre- 


gate into a very few men, practically the 
transportation, the buying and selling, 
and the financial control of the avenues 
of business Shall'the corporative plan, 
.iiiccessfii'l 
and proper 
perhaps in its 


sphere, be allowed to go and enchain the 
American people effectually? 
This is a 


question if not settled 
in favor 
of the 


people this year, will certainly come up 
again next year, and by next year the 
fiction of invested rights will be that 
much stronger, that much harder to 
break. 


Corporative strength aided and abet- 


ted by rights of eminent domain are the. 
hardest of task masters to break. 
It is 


these two that hold the American people 
in a vise they must'.speedily break, or be 
squeezed still further and that much 
more liberty of action taken from them. 
Only a few months ago a Wisconsin leg- 
islature and Republican governor fast- 


ened upon the people of this state more 
corporative chains in the law, giving to 
telegraph, electric transmission power 
companies and telephone companies the 
right of eminent domain, heretofore con- 
fined to. railroad companies and the state 
itself. There never 'was any necessity 
whatever for the state to confer any 
such right of eminent domain upon these 
men or organizations or corporations. 
It is a ma-ster which people now under 
the control of these, minor corporations 
can perceive the extent of. Both legis- 
lature and governor were recreant to 
the interests of the people and the next 
state government should repeal the .out- 
rageous law. 


Able minds are now taking up this 


subject 
and inquiring 
if it is not full 


time the corporative Idea, which is rap- 
idly destroying the individuality of the 
people, was taken in hand and measures 
adopted in every atete to take off, not 
add. 


The vast aggregations of capital! have 


alarmed the workers, as they well may. 
and the average citizen gazes on the 
prospect with a cold shiver as he real- 
izes the familiar application of 
tho 


grindstone. To be ground between war- 
ring millions and labor, and is it not 
time 
the wings of the monster 
be 


clipped. The United States Investor has 
of late taken up this subject of corpora- 
tive control, and in a late issue says: 


"The corporation theory is in danger 


not only of weakening the initiative of 
the real leaders of industry and finance 
in the long run, but it, is also likely to so 
increase the difficulty of rising above the 
class in which one was born as to leave 
no room for ambition, except -to the few 
who are transcendently endowed. This 
last consideration is the most important 
one in connection with the whole sub- 
ject. Eliminate the personal equation, 
and civilization of the world has been 
greatly enhanced in the last few cen- 
turies; but if that is so, what was the 
cause? The cause is to be looked for 
in the evolution of the personal equa- 
tion. It was this development of 'the 
personal equation that built up our 
marvelous modern civilization, but the 
structure which is so laboriously con- 
structed seems now in danger of falling 
on it and crushing it to pieces. 


"The movement proceeds along many 


lines. The 
added power 
of wealth in 


comparatively few hands has not only 
begun to crush out the power of initia- 
tive as regards industrial affairs, but it 
has also begun to diminish the initiative 
of the mass of mankind in every other 
department of human actvity. It is only 
as man acquires the consciousness of 
being able to master the material facts 
of his life that he -acqires, as a rule, suf- 
ficient stamina to become a success in 
the arts and sciences, in religion,- poli- 
tics, \ver or any other field that may be 
mentioned. The fact that one feels him- 
self in any measure a slave industrially, 
is bound to impair his self-respect, nnd 
weakens him in every fibre of his being. 
All this has been exemplified, time and 
again in the fate of those nations that 
have sunk into obscurity 
in'the past, 


The power of initiative, diminishes, the 
few live in increasing luxury, the many 
are anxious to ape the few in their man- 
ner of living, without possessing the 
ability and the opportunity to acquire 
the means necessary to do so, and civil- 
ization becomes more 
and more deca- 


dent. Of course, we are not predicting 
the early downfall of the American re- 
public; we are only pointing out a ten- 
dency which 
it will be well to guard 


against in time. 


KEXTUCKV. 


Politics in old Kentucky bristle with 


tho remains and relics of former days of 
Confederateism and hatred of Republi- 
canism. It is true Republicans of that 
state have of late years been more sue 
cessful at the, polls, even to the extent of 
electing a Republican governor and legis- 
lature, and choosing a United States 
senator, 
but Democratic malice and 


Democratic frauds defeated the Republi- 
cans, through which a Democratic legis 
lature. two years ago enacted legislation 
denying Republicans a fair and honest 
representation at the polls. 


The infamous Goebel election law was 


passed through means of which the Re- 
publican purty were temporarily defeat 
ed, and the scenes of a year 
ago were 


made possible. It 
is true the Demo- 


cratic governor, Beckwith, called the leg- 
islature in extra session, but practically 
things were left as they were previously. 
Goebelism runs rampant in Kentucky 
and the spirit of those days. defiant to 
alt the principles of honesty in polities 
and honest elections still controls 
the 


present Democratic organization. 


It is now proposed by the Democrats 


to so gerrymander the state as to make 
it impossible to elect a Republican to 
congress. Here is one of the lieuten- 
ants of Goebel who is now on the Demo- 
cratic national 
committee, Hon. Vrey 


Woodson, advocating «, much more par- 
tisan apportionment chat is fairly war- 
ranted by partyism, and exceeding the 
idea of more temperate parties, who de- 
clares: 


"Kentucky should be so gerryman- 


dered by the next legislature that there 
will not be even a remote idea of the Re- 
publican party controlling the next legis- 
lature or anything else. The member.' 
of that party have several times demon 
strated that they do not know what to 
do with a state office when they get it 
and others, after claiming an election by 
the people, have shown their inability to 
hold it. Therefore, the people have not 
the time to be fooling with the-Republi- 
cans in Kentucky." 


It is not forgotten the Kentucky Dem 


ocratic conspirators through thft aid o 
a politically corrupt judiciary threw ouJ 
the Kepivbltcan government and sutllcierti 
Republican legislators to make a Demo 
era tic body. 


It is this body who will next winter 


enact au infamous gerrymander unless 


the honest Democrats of the state, and 
there are many of them after all, resent- 
Tig the infamies of the Goebelites, come 
to the rescue. The New York Tribune 
comments upon this national committee- 
man, Vrey Woodson, advocating the

There was a period when the courts 


were much slower to construe favorably 
to stock dealings than at present. That 
is to say a period.exiated when courts 
were loath and many did refuse to give 
verdicts where losses had been incurred 
on the stock and grain boards in favor 
of the winner, on the ground that such 
deals were gambling. 
Bvtt of late years 


the tendency has been the other way 
\intil we have now decisions upholding 
the legality of betting upon futures, 
to 


speak properly, buying and selling stock 
and grain for future delivery. 


One can but read sonio of the exper- 


iences of people as published from time 
to time to regard many of the transac- 
tions upon our grain and stock boards as 
the purest sort of gambling, and these 
the law will force. But if the citizen bus 
strayed into some unauthorized dealer 
in gambling privileges, that is to say, 
some one not properly 
connected with 


the huge city boards of trade 'and stock 
exchanges, then there is trouble all 
around. Of course the central idea is 
solidity, that is respectability, and it is 
found in the regularly, incorporated, 
boards of trade and stock exchange and 
the connections of these members. 
But 


all this does not insure that regularity 
so supposed is the case by the innocent 
speculator. He or she is exposed to the 
worst sorb of dangers and the surprise is 
the outsiders really realize net profits at 
all. Speculation is speculation, that is 
all. If the law"eompe!led every 
stock 


and grain dealer to put up security, it" 
would place'the business in the hands of 
persons who would deal the speculative 
cards justly and with no leaning to tak- 
ing nil the advantages in favor of the 
house. 
! 


Perhaps, 5f our. great boards of trade 


were to set out-handsome lunches and 
other attraction!?, such as the 
gambling 


houses set forth, the law might take no- 
tice thereof, but no such inducements are 
necessary. People will gamble, that is 
to say speculate, and if gambling on the 
turn of the cards is unpopular, or guess- 
ing contests in poker and the like, won't 
go, why then people must have the other. 


A FATVKSS lNTEnPERRF.D WITH. 


The finest job in the country today, if 


not interferred with by the courts, is 
the free distribution of text books 
to 


the school 'children of Chicago. Tho 
first round of $40,000, that is for books 
distributed in the first four grades, was 
interfered in by the court from which an 
injunction was issxied, but the school com- 
missioners were quick enough to<get the 
books at the achool houses, but not 
quick enough to collect tho 
cash from 


the treasury for the book publishers. 
Now the point is, -does the injunction lie 
against the payment of the money and 
legal opinion thinks it does, in which 
case the smart school commissioners will 
have to pay the $40,000 to tho school 
book people. 


This free book business has some 


plums of extraordinary richness, and it 
would not be human nature if the pub- 
lishers would not make-all they could 
out of it; and it would not be human na- 
ture if some school commissioners did 
not see possibilities in it, which were ir- 
refutable 
arguments 
in favor 
of free 


school books. 


But this first $40,000 is just a sugges 


tion, just a swipe at the funds giving 
richness of coloring into the vistas be- 
yond. For it is estimated by men in 
possession 
of average intelligence and 


sancncss of mind, that it will only re- 
quire a million 
dollars or so more to 


get through the Chicago schools in all 
grades. It is thus not surprising that 
free text books should have such warm 
advocates among some school 
official]s, 


and it would be surprising if even a mil- 
lion were sufficient to supply the school 
childre of Chicago,' for since- the 
first 


distribution it is ascertained, parents 
who secured a supply for their smalt 
children will be demanding also books 
for other and larger children. 


What makes this scheme to bleed the 


tax payers the more reprehensible, is the 
fact that in the city of Chicago there are 
12,000 children for whom no room can 
be found in the schools^ This first $40,- 
000 woiiild have put up one first class 
.school house, at all events, but evidently 
other lines are being worked. 


NO CAUSE FOR FEAH. 


Europe may be uneaaj' over American 


competition and may' rearrange, her 
tariff's, but since this country has al- 
ways arranged its tariffs regardless of 
Europe it is not probable there will bo 
any kick coming from, us unless some 
government deliberately excludes our 
food products an. t^e'ground of unfit ness 
or some other childish reason. |It will 
b(e impossible for 
foreign governments 


to effect any combination against this 
ceuntry for the reason the objects and 


necessities of the different governments 
are not the,same. There is England and 
Canada, for instarlce, fchese two coun- 
tries 'buying of iw more than the com- 
bined purchases of all.' ofchef- nations. 
England would.never, ^ptertain any for- 
eign combine, and snould anyt European 
government be moved to declare war 
against the United States with the ul- 
terior purpose of securing some,advan- 
tage growing out of a state of war, of 
what possible advantage could such a 
proceeding possibly 
be? It is almost 


certain any foreign government tackling 
us for no fault of ours will 
encounter 


elements nearer where they live that 
will take every advantage of a condition 
of war, and the inevitable 'sufferers will 
be they themselves and not tho United 
States. Nothing is more certain than 
that we can take every care of ourselves 
should we be attacked B\it 
We won't 


be, Europe knows better than to do 
anything so utterly foolish.

THE SAD NEWS 


Death of President McKinley Causes 


Sorrow to Pervade City. 


DEEP SYMPATHY 


EXHIBITED BY ALL 


Citizens Linger Long Into the Morning on 


the Down Town Streets as Bulle- 


tin* Announce Near Ap- 


proach to Death, 


When the sad news wag flashed over 


the wires from Buffalo that President 
William McKinley was dead, and given 
to the public by the bulletins of the J.ui- 
cine Daily Journal, there were'..expres- 
sions of sorrow on every side. These re- 
grets and heart aches could not have 
been more sincere were it a father, broth- 
er or r.on who had passed away, not from 
natural eaiises, but by the cruel and in- 
human act of an arch fiend. 


The noble character of the chief exe- 


cutive of the land was reviewed and his 
great and vahsable service to the world 
was lauded to the very highest. 


It was not long before portraits of 


the dead were hung out and draped in 
mourning 
from' hundreds of business 


house and private residences, flags were 
lowered at half mast from the staffs <f 
the public buildings and the big bell in 
the city hall tower tolled off fiftyeufht 
taps, the age of the dead president. 


Hundreds of men, women and children 


assembled in front of the Journal office 
and eagerly scanned the bulletins as thfy 
were hung out, and the condemnation 
heaped upon the head of the dastard 
who fired the bullet that caused the nty- 
tion's grief, was evidence of the love the 
people bore President McKinley. 


When ,1 president is taken away by 


death from natural causes the populate 
mourn quietly and with that feeling in- 
cident to the end of all men of prpnii- 
nence, but when stricken down in the 
bloom of health, strength and vigor, and 
in the presence of hundreds of. his fellow 
men who have gathered to pay him hon- 
or and respect, it causes the blood to boil 
with righteous indignation and makes 
the honest American want to. tear such 
cowards from; limb to limb. 


It creates a sentiment that no man, be 


he white or black, shoiild be tolerated in 
the United States who nurses feeling 
against the laws olf the nation and thirsts 
for the life of the,rulers. It causes tao 
one thought and nerves the Ameri21.11 
people up to the determination to stamp 
out anarchy forever and the spirit that 
encourages itnarchy. 


Such are the sentiments of the people 


of Racine to a man and in fact all over 
the civilized -world. When the cowanlly 
cold blooded murder of the anarchist, 
who without cause or provocation fired 
two bullets into the body of the beloved 
president, who had proffered his hand 
aud smiled benevolently, is taken into 
consideration, it is wonderful that the 
people of Buffalo, where the villain is 
confined, did not take the man and burn 
him at the stake. But the president, 
with his kindly heart, said: "See that 
no'harm comes to him!" Still that mis- 
erable wretch tells the officers of tho 
law that he glories in having murdered 
such a great and grand man. 


Xot since the assassination of Presi- 


dent James A. Garfield have the people 
so universally mourned and at the same 
time hungered after the life of the as- 
sassin. 


So great is the interest in the coun- 


try's misfortune that inquiries have bt:2u 
made tit, the Journal office as far west 
as Beloit and Freeport. 


While there were no acts of violence 


committed on persons in this city who 
spoke lightly of the,cowardly murder cf 
Jlr. McKinloy, several persons

have been handled roughly had they not 
made themselves scarce. 


Crowds gathered on the street corners 


and when speeches were made denounc-

were read in the daily press this morn- 
ins;, millions of eyes'were dimmed with 
tears. Only sorrow and sympathy could 
be expressed for the gentle 'wife and 
other relatives who are left behind and 
the groat loss to the country lamented. 
There was hatred and utter loathing for 
the coward who brought this grief upon

Hero in Rncine the talk was only a

and sorrow could only be shown by 
draping the edifices with mourning, dis- 
playing1 the face of the dead and hanging 
it out with black surroundings. The 
Journal has interviewed a .few of,, the 
most prominent citizens in regard to the 
taking oft" of the president.

THE MOON IS FURTHER OFF 


Fragment Broken from Earth. Gradually 


Recedes from Parent Planet. 
> 


The earth revolves on its axils once in 


twenty-four 
hours. Millions 
of years 


ago the" day was twenty-two hours; mil- 
lions of years before it was twenty-one. 
As we look backard into time we 
find 


the oarth revolving faster and faster. 
There was a time ,ages ago, long before 
geology begins, when the earth was ro- 
tating in a day of five or six hours iii 
length. In the remotest past the earth 
revolved in a day of about five hours, 
It could revolve no fnstei'ft'lum this and 
remain a single unbroken mass. 


It was at this time that the moon was 


born—separated., broken "off, from 
the 


parent mass of the oarth. The 
earth 


was then a molten flattened sphere of 
lava. Its whole body was lluid. The 
tides, which now are small, superficial, 
and so to say, local, \ver; then universal 
and immense. They ofiewred.- at short 
intervals. The whole 
surface 
of 
our 


globe wns affected. And the correspond- 
ing lunar tides in the fluid molten moon 
were indefinitely greater still. 


Our day is now twenty-four 
hours; 


the distance of the moon is now 240,000 
miles. When our da}' was about five 
hours long tho moon was in contact 
with. the. earth's surface, It 
hnd just 


broken away from its pa-rent mass. As 
the length of the terrestrial day 
in- 


creased, so did the distance of the 
moon. The two quantities are connect- 
ed 
by inexorable 
equations. If 
one 


varies, so must the other. Whenever 
tlio rotation time of a planet is shorter 
than the period of revolution of its sai> 
elite the eil'ee of. their mutual action is 
to accelerate the motion of the satellite 
and to force it to move in a larger orbit 
—to increase its distance, thcrforc. 


The day of the earth is now shorter 


than the month—the period of revolu- 
,tion—of the moon. The moon is there- 
'forn slowly receding from us, and it has 
receding for thousands of centuries. 
But the- day of the earth is, as we have 
seen, slowly growing longer. The finger 
of the tides is always pressing upon the 
rim of our huge fly-wheel, and slo\vly 
but surety lessening tli« speed of its ro- 
tation. So long as the terrestrial day 
is shorter than the lunar month the 
moon will continue to recede from us. 


HOLIDAY PARADES.
